,f C n • noad bridge: This xa obviously of post-war construction. 
The lenticular "steeh girders rest on solid concrete piers 
und carry throe layers of wood. The roadway and sidewalks 
are throe layers of wooden planking, ouch 10 to 12 cm thick. 
The upper and lowest layers are held by nails, and are laid 
parallel to tho road. Ttio planks of the middle layer are 
"placed crosswise. 

Length of the tridro is about 1 kn, width of the road-. jay 
about 6 rasters, and -mu« of sidewalks on • either side al- 
most li actors. The approaches to tho bridge fire slightly 
inclined. Tho bridge is open to all types of vehicles and 
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clearance, which doee not hinder shir.pin/-. uource vas not 
atle to ostimte the height above n'fiter level.
